New York, July 20—William H. An- 


derson, supeintendent of the Anti-Sa- 
loon League of New York, today was 
indicted on several counts and the 
grand jury which returned the Indict- 
ments, recommended legislative 'inves- 
tigation of the league since "Anderson 
took its helm In 1SI4. 


Three indictments—two 
charging 


grand larceny in the first degree and 
•ne forgery in the third degree—were 
landed down today. In addition, As- 
istant District Attorney Pecora an- 
nounced that the grand jury had voted 
wo indictments charging • extortion 
and that these would be Sled Wednes- 
day. 


Anderson, on hand when the indict- 


ments were handed down, pleaded not 
guilty at his arraignment, before his 
counsel, Former Governor Charles S. 
Whitman, could open his mouth. After 
he dry crusader had been released in 
15000 baU he issued through his pnb- 
icity department, a long- statement, 
which began:

The first grand larceny indictment 


charged that Anderson feloniously ob-

The forgery indictment set forth that 


he had falsely ordered $4400 to be en- 
tered- In the league's books, in March, 
1921, 
as the hotel and traveling ex- 


penses of O. Berstall Phillips, a col- 
lector of. the league.

Grand jury investiation of Ander- 


son's handling of the league's funds 
was pressed after he had steadfastly 
refused' to be more specific concerning 
the expenditure of 24,700 than to state 
that it had been . used for publicity 
purposes." 


The presentment urging Jegislative 


investigation of the league read: 


"The additional grand jury of the 


county of New York July term, hav- 
ing heard the evidence in the case 
against William H.-Anderson, super- 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon League 
of the state of New York requests the 
senate and the assembly of the legis- 
lature of the state-of New York to 
make an immediate investigation into 
the Anti Saloon League of the state 
of New York since Jan. 1, 1914."
